I do not know a more direct statement than that. I do 
not know a statement that seems to me to be plainer for those 
of you who are away from Christ; therefore, I sound it out 
unto you again, “Repentance toward God, and faith toward

our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


I have been perfectly amazed 
to see how little is said about re- 
pentance. How infrequently those 
of us who are supposed to be 
teachers and preachers mention it, 
how few sermons are printed about 
it. I suppose I have the library of 
the average minister, and . yet 
when I run over almost every book 
of sermons I possess I- find only 
five or six sermons on repentance. 
Two of these were preached by 
Moody, two by Charles G. Finney, 
two by our great Jonathan Ed- 
wards. It is not a singular thing 
that we should say so little about 
repentance, because as I have been 


Testament I find that repentance 
is essential to forgiveness, that re- 
pentance is essential to the pos- 
session of peace, and that repent- 
ance is essential to a final en- 
trance into the city of God. 


Turning to the pages of the New 
Testament I find over and over 
again the word repentance empha- 
sized. Repentance -and -faith— 


of real spiritual life. 


repentance, whereby we forsake 


sin; faith, whereby we lay hold 
upon God’s promises, and believe 
Jesus Christ to be the Saviour 
from sin. Without repentance there 
could be no faith, and without 
faith there could be no possession 
Therefore 
the emphasis is necessary. “Re- 
pentance toward God and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Paul was a marvelous preacher 
marvelous in more ways than 
one. He was a tireless preacher. He 
says that at all seasons ‘he did not 
hesitate to declare unto them the 
whole counsel of God. He says also 
that. he kept back nothing from 
them. So, evidently he was a plain 
and fearless preacher. I have an 
idea that that sort of preacher is 
really popular today. 

One of the strong businessmen 
in the city of New York, who was 
not a Christian, told me that he 
liked his minister; this minister has 
the reputation of saying very 
sharp, ‘plain things from the pul-

“T say the truth in Christ, I lie not, my conscience also 
bearing me witness in the Holy Ghost, That I have great 
heaviness and continual sorrow in my heart.

Tears, heart sorrow, heaviness, travail, compassion— 
these must be part of the character of the soul winner.

One cannot win souls unless he be a soul 
Winner and have a soul-winner’s heart. And nothing is 
clearer in the Bible than that the soul winner must know

Dr. L. R. Scarborough, in South-|. 


western Baptist Seminary, used to 
say to us in his great class on 
evangelism, “No sowing, no reap- 
ing; no weeping, no rejoicing!” 
We had as well face our problem 
honestly. In soul winning, the 
cold“heart, the dry eye, the com- 
‘monplace attitude will not suc- 
ceed! A soul worth Christ’s dying 
for is worth any man weeping for! 
Preaching and testimony from 
cold hearts and with dry eyes are 
like barren wombs and dry 
breasts. Children are never born 
without travail, and many of us 
lack spiritual children because we 
have not learned it!.  . 

How little is thought of the 
heart broken over sinners, 
tears of compassion in these days! 
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I looked in a dictionary of il- 
lustrations for preachers. In over 


six thousand illustrations there 
was not one on weeping, not one 
on tears, not one on travail. The 
only one on burden had nothing 
to do with concern for sinners, 
and the only one on compassion 
referred to having mercy on 
beasts! I wonder if in six thousand 
sermons there would be one on 
compassion for souls, concern over 
lost sinners, and burden for the 
redemption of the lost!

“These scriptures tell us the 
heart of the Three in the God- 
nead.

The Saviour weeps with longing 
compassion and dies a cruel death 
on the cross for us. The Spirit 
wntercedes with unutterable groan- 
mgs for us. The Psalmist says we 
must weep if we win. The Pro- 
@het says we will rise out of 
obscurity and be watered gar- 
dens if we draw out our souls 
to the lost and needy. The Apostle, 
weeping over a lost city for three 
years, tells us he has great heavi- 
mess and continual sorrow in his 
heart and is willing to be accursed 
that His brethren might be saved. 
The lawgiver and leader stood 
in the breach between the people 
and God’s wrath and saved them 
from the consequences of their 
sins. In Ezekiel 22:30 God searches 
for some one to stand in the gap 
before Him lest He should destroy 
the land. But He fails to find any.

[. Soul-Winning Compassion for 
Sinners Naturally Expected of 
Sincere Christians 


When one meditates about the 
matter a bit, it seems strikingly 
clear that a compassion for poor, 
lost sinners in danger of eternal 
ruin and torment ought to well 
up in the heart of every Christian. 
How can anybody be a_ good 
Christian, be spiritually-minded, 
be near to Christ, who does not 
care about the doom of sinners 
and long with unceasing burden to 
see them saved? Consider the fol- 
lowing evidences of the fitness of 
tears and heart burden on the 
part of every one who would win 
souls. 


1. Why should a sinner be mov- 
ed when the Christian who talks 
to him is not deeply moved about 
his soul’s. need for Christ? A 
young drunkard knelt one night in 
a room in the Capitol Hotel, in 
Amarillo, Texas, with four preach- 
ers. I will never forget the tears 
that flooded down his _ face. 
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Twenty-six years old, he had made 
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$26,000 the year before, but was 
such an incurable drunkard that 
his wife had left him, he had 
tried to commit suicide and now 
pleaded with us to pray. He had 
heard me speak that night and 
afterward called the room to ask 
our help. There he was, on his 
knees in the room, the _ four 
preachers around him. He told 
how his grandfather was a famous 
Presbyterian preacher. He called 
by name a half dozen other well- 
known ministers whom he knew. 
But he said, “Yes, I know lots 
of preachers, but I have to have 
somebody to pray for me who 
means it!” I do not accuse the 
other preachers he knew but oh, 
I felt that night that they had 
failed God and failed this sinner 
in not having tears and compas- 
sion enough to convince this way- 
ward and enslaved sinner’ that 
they “meant it.” He trusted Christ 
that night, and I saw him re- 
united with his young wife. Oh, 
I have thought so many times, 
God forgive us preachers and 
Christian workers for not ‘‘mean- 
ing it” enough to convince every- 
body. 

We sometimes critically sug- 
gest that, these days, sinners are 
hardhearted. But I think that hard 
hearts are just as likely to be 
found in the breasts of preachers, 
and deacons, and stewards, and 
elders, and Sunday school teach- 
ers, ‘and parents. When Christians 
learn ito weep so that there can 
be no doubt of their holy concern, 
God will give the increase. Surely 
there is a fundamental insincerity 
in Ohristians who accept, theo- 
retically, all the great doctrines 
of the Bible, and glibly repeat 
that they believe in Heaven, in 
Hell, in the atoning work of 
Christ, in eternal damnation of 
those who do not trust Him, in 
the eternal blessedness of those 
who do receive Him and believe 
Him, yet who have never learned 
compassion for sinners! All such 
orthodoxy is head orthodoxy, but 
heart treason to the _ gospel. 
Many Christians may be as 
orthodox as Paul in their heads 
but in their poor, cold hearts they 
may be as tragically wrong as 
Judas Iscariot. 

Once I heard Gipsy Smith speak 
to a great crowd in Dallas, Texas. 
My heart was so. tremendously 
moved that I vowed to God that 
I would henceforth take every 
opportunity to win souls. I was 
moved by the tears of Gipsy 
Smith and by his earnest plead- 
ing. In the service I had the joy 
of helping to win a woman to 
Christ. I then solemnly -decided 
that the first man I should see 
when I left the building I would 
talk to him about ‘his soul. We 
filed slowly, that enormous crowd, 
from the big First Baptist Church 
auditorium. Outside I found a cab 
waiting and spoke to the cab man. 
“Are you a Christian?” 

“Yes, I believe I am.” 


I asked him when he had been 
converted, when he had been born 
again, and he replied, “Just a 
minute ago. A short gray-headed 
man with a mustache came out 
the door back yonder and urged

me to be saved. He was so earnest 
—he said I might die and go to 
Hell if I didn’t do it today—so, 
well, I just felt I had to do it! 
So I trusted Jesus as my Saviour.” 
Gipsy Smith had come out the 
door near the pulpit, had won this 
cab man before I could get to him. 
But I have never forgotten how 
the taxi man told me that Gipsy 
Smith was so earnest that he felt 
he must be saved. 


I remember when I bought a 
soul from the Devil for fifty cents! 
I was a student in Seminary, and 
very poor. One night with other 
students I was at the Union Gos- 
pel: Mission in Fort Worth on 
Main Street. That November 
night two men had drifted into 
the rescue mission to get warm. 
They were really young bums who 
had come in that day from Den- 
ver. One was nominally a Catholic, 
and when I began to talk to him 
about his soul, he was greatly 
interested in the New Testament. 
He asked me, “Say! Is that a 
Bible?” ; 

I showed him that it was the 
New Testament, part of the Bible. 
And he said, “Well, I’ve always 
wanted to see a Bible! So that is 
what the Bible is like. I wish I 
had one!” 

I turned to Scripture after 
Scripture on the plan of salvation 
but his charming and childlike 
enthusiasm for the Bible led me 
to say, “Didn’t you ever see a 
Bible before?” He answered that 
he never had. 


“But didn’t you ever go to 
church?” I asked him. 
“Yes” née said. “lL went to 


church with my mother twice, a 
Catholic church, but I didn’t see 
any Bible.” 


After I showed him Scripture 
after Scripture he was deeply con- 
cerned. It was all so new and 
strange. He had never heard a 
sermon, never seen a Bible as 
far as he remembered. No one 
had ever said ‘a word to him about 
how to be saved. All he knew a- 
bout spiritual matters was that 
he had attended twice a Catholic 
church with his mother as a boy. 
When I pressed upon him to de- 
cide for Christ, he said to me with 
obvious sincerity, ‘Buddy, that 
sure sounds good. I suppose it’s 
true; I don’t know. I never heard 
of it before. But you'll have to 
give me a little time. It seems so 
strange that one can be saved like 
that, have all his sins forgiven 
in a moment and be made a child 
of God, and I never heard of it. 
I’ll have to study about it. If this 
is all so, why didn’t I ever hear 
it before?” 


When it seemed that I could 
not get him to decide for Christ 
on the moment, I gave him my 


New Testament. I marked certain 
passages and he promised to read 
them faithfully, and earnestly to 
seek the Lord. Then I asked him 
where he would spend the night. 

“My buddy and I will find a 
box car that’s open, or maybe a 
basement grill where some heat 
comes up. Sometimes we wrap in 
newspapers and crawl in a culvert, 
We'll get by some way until to- 
morrow, and then we will get 
down to my buddy’s home at 
Kaufman.” 

“But you will freeze tonight,” I 
said. “You don’t even have an 
overcoat.” He told me that he 
and his buddy would manage 
somehow. ‘They would wake in the 
middle of the night nearly frozen, 
then they would get up and 
wrestle and run and box until 
they got warm again. But my 
heart convicted me. I had a warm 
bed, poor though I was. So I 
said to him, “Come with me. I'll 
take you upstairs to a cheap 
rooming house and get you a bed.” 
Another ministerial student took 
his companion and we _ bougnt 
them a cot for fifty cents each. 
That half dollar seemed as big as 
a wagon wheel to me, but I paid 
for the boy’s bed, then I told him 
goodby, begged him to read the 
New Testament which I had given 
him and to decide for the Saviour. 
But as I turned away, he seized 
my arm. I turned to find him 
weeping. He said, “Buddy, I didn’t 
think I would settle this matter 
yet. It is all new and strange. I 
never heard about it before. But 
you wouldn’t buy me a bed if what 


you said were not true. I will 


not wait until I learn more ‘about 
it. ’ll risk what you say. I'll give 


myself to Jesus now and trust, 


Him to save me.” There we shook 
hands together in his solemn 
pledge to trust Christ now and 
forever, and to live for Him, and 
I went away. Often I have wished 
I could invest every half dollar I 
ever find in my possession so well! 
But actually, of course, what won 
that poor, benighted soul was a 
holy compassion and urgency in 
my heart. I loved him. I could 
not bear for him to be in trouble. 
He was a poor lost soul for whom 
Jesus died. Out of my poverty, 
my compassion made itself known 
in the simple act of buying him a 
bed. 

God forgive us, how many souls 
we let go away unsaved because 
we do not love them, do not 
yearn over them! It was not fifty 
cents that won that soul. It was 
the loving heart, the burden,. the 
compassionate attitude that any 
lost person must respect. How 
can we expect lost people to be 
moved when. we are not moved?

LETTER THREE: PYGMIES 


Just twenty-one years ago two men stood on a Congo 
mountain and gazed at the scene below. Although one was 
a white man from America and the other a ecoal-black African 
native, they were brothers—brothers in Christ. Or perhaps 


T should say they were father and son, for large, handsome, 


broad-shouldered Bwana Jim Bell had led Sua, the tall, slim 
keen-eyed native chief to Christ. And now they were fellow 
missionaries setting out on a mission from which, they both 
knew, their friends never expected to see them return alive. 


Hawks circled, floated and dived ; 


around them in search of the var- 
ious-colored rock lizards. A blaz- 
ing, biting, blinding tropical sun 
hung overhead in the heavens. On 
the plains below them were herds 
of antelope and buffalo. Down in 
the river a herd of elephants splash- 
ed cooling water over their backs 
and squealed in delight. But the 
two men had eyes for none of these 
things. They were scanning that 
vast jungle known as the Dark 
Forest that began below them and 
stretched back some five or six 
hundred miles to the sea. 


The Dark Forest! A vast, mys- 
terious and unmapped region com- 
prising thousands of square miles 
of the densest jungle in all Africa. 
Great trees growing tall and crook- 
ed are so thick that the sun can- 
not shine through, leaving the 
jungle floor always shady and dark. 
Hence the name, Dark Forest. Lush 
tropical plants, vines and creepers 
make a network of vegetation that 
the traveler must crawl under or 
cut his way through with a 
machette. At night the darkness is 
so thick one can almost feel it— 
a veritable green Carlsbad Cavern. 
The rotted vegetation underfoot is 
always damp. The air is still, hot 
and steaming. 


And Death lurks in the Dark 
Forest. Perhaps Death tears out 
the throat with the teeth of a leo- 
pard, rips into the heart in the 
shape of a poisoned arrow, or en- 
ters the blood stream in some dread 
tropical disease. But Death stalks 
through the jungle and that is why 
tearful wives and friends bid them 
good-by sadly, hardly expecting to 
see them again, for these men 
planned to plunge into its green 
depths. 


Now they stood on the moun- 
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tain and looked over the jungle. 
For awhile neither spoke but fin- 
ally. the white man broke the sil- 
ence. 

“Sua,” he said, pointing to the 
jungle below, “in that forest are 
multiplied thousands of Pygmies 
who have never once heard of 
Jesus Christ. You and I must tell 
them, But, Sua, how in the world 
are we going to do it?” 

The black chief shook his head 
slowly. 

“Only God knows, White Man,” 
he said. Then more brightly, “But 
let us go!” 


And they went—God bless them! 
—they went! 


Visit the Dark Forest too! 


It was seven months later—after 
they had been mourned as dead— 
that the two men returned, hag- 
gard, gaunt, ragged and desperate- 
ly weary but with joy in their 
hearts. They had made friends with 
and lived among the Pygmies and 
Jim Beil had selected a location 
for work among the little people. 
He called it Oicha (O-wee-chee) 
and he and his wife moved there 
the following year, made a clearing 
in the forest and established what 
is now one of the largest and fin- 
est stations in all the Belgian Con- 
gO. 

A few weeks ago I, too, stood on 
the mountain overlooking the Dark 
Forest. Today there is a narrow 
road cut through the jungle and 
we followed it to Oicha, There it 
was my joy to stay in the home of 
Bwana and Mrs. Jim Bell while 
conducting services there in the 
station. Mr. Jim’s hair is gray 
now, but he is still a vigorous man 
as straight, strong and active as a 
man of thirty, He looks like and is 
the kind of a man you would like. 
After a few more years out here, 
he is going to retire in a little town 
in Georgia and then, God willing, 
he and I are going to have some 
revival meetings together. 


Ironically enough there are not 
many Pygmies now in Oicha. They 
do not usually stay at one place 
for very long at a time. They are 
wanderers who follow game from 
season to season. Because of their 
cunning and bravery, the Pygmies 
are probably the most successful 
hunters in the Congo. Their houses 
are simply made with a skeleton 
of pliable limbs covered with large 
banana leaves, and a large round 
house can be built from scratch in 
an hour’s time by two women. So 
they live in a location, living on 
meat and fruits and vegetables un- 
til their village has become so filled 
with garbage and refuse as to make 
further living there all but impos-

as interpreter and went among the 
huts to take pictures. Most natives

sible, then they move to a new lo- 
cation. 

The missionaries wanted me to 
go with them to the jungle to live 
with the Pygmies for a while and 
I was delighted to do so. In fact, 
this had been planned on before I 
came to the Congo. Accordingly, 
one fine day, we set out in a truck, 
Claudin Stauffacher, Austin Paul 
and I, with six natives. We drove 
down a dirt road and then a trail 
that led to a village of natives. 
This whole village turned out to 
meet us for they had heard that 
we were going to visit the Pygmies. 
Here I learned something about 
modern missionary safaris. Since 
we were going camping, I had pic- 
tured us sleeping rolled up in a 
blanket with no other equipment 
save our guns, a frying pan, some 
matches and a little food. That is 
the way Joe and I used to camp 
by the week down on Sandy River 
back in Texas and that is what 
“roughing it” has always meant to 
me. But to my surprise, we had 
brought along cots, bedding, mos- 
quito nets, chairs, a table, two 
tents, tarpaulins, lanterns, flash- 
lights, cooking utensils, guns and 
enough fruit, vegetables and meat 
to feed a small army! It took about 
thirty natives to carry it through 
the jungle to the Pygmy village we 
had selected. Of course fewer men 
could have carried it if it had been 
packed compactly, but like it was, 
everyone had his hands full. And 
we paid them a franc each which 
is about two cents American money 
and approximately a full day’s pay 
out here. 


The Pygmy village consisted of 
some twenty round houses covered 
with leaves situated in an open 
clearing in the jungle. Great trees 
towered all around the little clear- 
ing in which brightly-colored birds 
sang and monkeys played. Our 
tents and equipment erected at one 
end of the clearing made a queer 
contrast to the ‘native huts with 
their doorways so small that even 
the Pygmies must crawl on hands 
and knees to enter. 


I found the Pygmy to be a de- 
lightful person. The average man, 
I believe, is well under five feet 
and usually well built. His shoul- 
ders are broad, his chest deep, his 
waist slim, and his legs straight 
and sturdy. His skin is brown in- 
stead of black. The Pygmy woman 
is shorter “than the man and al- 
though not fat, she is rather stout- 
ly built. Both are inclined to be 
rather shy and suspicious of strang- 
rs. : 


While I never did see a grown 
Pygmy stark naked as I have seen 
other native men and women, neith- 
er did I ever see a Pygmy wearing 
a shirt or shorts as I have often 
seen other natives wear. They are 
all scantily dressed, The man wears 
a piece of cloth made of tree bark 
beaten into softness on a stone. 
This bark cloth is about eight 
inches wide and thirty inches long. 
He wears this between his legs 
with the ends passing under and 
over his belt to make a little apron 
before and behind: The woman is 
similarly, thougn much more scanti- 
ly, clad.

Monkeys—the Key to Pygmies’ 
Hearts 


After we had set up camp we 
wanted to conduct a service. We 


jhad our native quartet play their 


horns for usually this draws a 
crowd of natives at once. But not 
these jungle people. A few men 
gathered around and others sat 
down at the far end of the village 
while still others peeked out of 
huts. We invited them to come 
closer, but they did not accept the

: | friends? 


Curiously enough, a band of 
monkeys solved the problem, They 
swung into trees surrounding the 
village and with obvious excite- 
ment the little men ran for their 
bows and arrows. But these trees 
are high, the monkeys are agile, and 


a Pygmy bow is inadequate at 
best. Claudin looked at me and 
winked as he silently picked up two 
.22 rifles and handed me one. It 
was getting too dark to see the 
sights well, but we promptly 
knocked four monks out of the 
tall trees and the Pygmies seized 
them with howls of delight. They 
were more than pleased when we 
told them they might have them 
for they love monkey meat and had 
had no meat of any kind for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Of course just four monkeys did 
not go far with an entire village 
of about 125 people, but they ap- 
preciated the friendly gesture and 
a wave of excitement went through 
the village when we said we would 
go’hunting with some of the men 
the following day and try to get 
meat for the entire village. 


Most natives, including Pygmies, 
do not eat much during the day 


fire just after dark and then go to 
bed, They had all retired by the 
time we had finished our supper 
of bonda (root of a mantioc tree. 
Tastes much like baked Irish po- 
tatoes), antelope steak, hot tea, 
bread, butter, jelly and bananas. 


|We read, prayed and went to bed. 


That night it rained cats and 
dogs, and the tent leaked over both 
of the other two men, but only a 
small leak developed over my feet 
and I simply drew up my long legs 
and slept like a log while they got 
up to build a fire in the doorway 
and wring out their covers! 

The next morning men were at 
our tent before good daylight, rea- 
dy for the hunt. We explained, 
however, that we would first eat 
our breakfast and then read the 
Word of God before leaving and 
invited them to join us in the 
reading. Quite a few men gathered 
around and Claudin, being the on- 
ly one of us who spoke their lan- 
guage, told them of Jesus, how he 
himself had been saved and why 
he was in Africa to tell others of 
the gospel. They showed little in- 
terest. They wanted to go hunting. 

And hunting we went. 

For me that hunt for great red 
monkeys was like a pleasant dream 
interspersed with nightmares! Fol- 
lowing those little brown men 
through the tangled jungle is not 
easy. For one thing, they move in 
a trot that made me puff to- keep 
up with them. Especially since I 
always had to bend almost double 
to get under the vines and creepers 
and underbrush. Sometimes I had 
to crawl on my hands and knees. 
Being six feet, two inches tall is 
a definite handicap in the jungle! 
There is no breeze in the jungle, 
and it is almost always steaming 
from recent rains, so a combination 
of water and sweat had me soaking 
wet in twenty minutes, At first I 
looked sharply for snakes and leo- 
pards that might be lurking in the 
trees or on the ground, but I soon 
forgot all about them in a frantic 
effort to keep up with the rest. 

About an hour after we started, 
we found our first band of mon- 
keys and we killed several. The 
little men became excited and quite 
jubilant. And I unwittingly in- 
creased the spirit of light-hearted- 
ness to one of hilarity. It happened 
when we came to a jungle stream 
which the Pygmies crossed on a 
fallen log. It looked so easy to me 
as I watched them dance lightly 
across. But when I tried it, I ran 
into difficulty. The log was mossy 
and slick and when I got over the 
middle of the stream I began to 
slip, Frantically I grabbed an over- 
hanging limb which promptly broke 
and I fell off the log backwards, 
hitting the water eight feet below 
with a great splash and in a sitting- 
down position! Luckily there were 
no crocodiles in the stream and the 
fall into the shallow water hurt 
nothing but my dignity! I was al- 
ready wet.

The Pygmies tried to hide their 
snickers until I laughed aloud and 
then they turned loose! They liter- 
ally rolled on the ground as they 
shrieked and howled with laughter. 
They were noticeably friendlier 
after that. 

It was late in the afternoon when 
we got back to the village, dog- 
tired but flushed with success for 
we had killed thirty large red 
monks weighing about twenty-five 
pounds each. 

Here I got a lesson in Pygmy 
arithmetic. Eighteen men and boys 
had gone with us. We had brought 
back thirty monkeys. Yet there 
were not enough to go around! And 
there really were not. News that 
we had returned with many monks 
had spread through the jungle with 
the apparent speed of radio and 
kinfolks came in droves into the 
village, each one clamoring for his 
share of the meat! It took the 
head man more than an hour to 
divide the kill, and there were many 
violent squabbles and several minor 
fights in the process. 


What a feast they had that night! 
And what an odor pervaded the 
village while they were preparing 
it for natives out here eat every- 
thing about. an animal except its 
hide and the contents of the sto- 
mach, They; eat everything else— 
head, tail, entrails and all. 

We were so tired we gulped sup- 
per and fell into bed, wondering 
what the morrow would bring. 


Preaching the Gospel to Pygmies 


It brought a wonderful change in 
the attitude of the village toward 
us. As soon as we had finished 
breakfast, the entire population of 
the village came and sat on the 
ground before our tent, The men 
and boys in one group, women, 
girls and babies in another. They 
had come, they said, to hear about 
Mungu, the God who dwells in the 
Heavens. Again our men made 
music and again Claudin read the 
Bible and tried to speak to them. 
He did not have a very attentive 
audience, though. Women talked 
and men leaped to their feet to 
bawl them out and demand silence, 
which caused more _ disturbance 
than the women had made. Then 
two little boys got into a fight 
which continued until a man got 
to his feet, walked lazily over and 
gave each of them a vigorous spat 
on their bottoms. When peace was 
restored an old man, standing at 
the rear of the group, spied some 
monkeys and began yelling for the 
white men to get their guns and 
kill enough for another feast! All 
in all it was a not-too-successful 
service, I am afraid. 

That day I took many pictures. 
Claudin tried to explain how the 
cameras worked and instead of 
evading the lens as they had done 
previously, everyone seemed more 
than eager to please us. I took pic- 
tures of the men climbing trees, 
throwing spears, shooting arrows, 
etc. I wanted pictures of men build- 
ing a Pygmy house, but they balk- 
ed and could not be persuaded even 
with money, Housebuilding was a 
woman’s work, and they would be 
ashamed to do it! So three women 
put up a house for me, and I got 
pictures of the entire process. Later 
they had a dance and I got pic- 
tures of that, They formed a cir- 
cle, children and all, and leaped, 
twisted and marched in a circle as" 
two old meén lustily beat drums 
and everyone sang a weird chant. 


One old man with a withered 
arm did not join the rest. He sat 
in front of a little fire over which 
a.pot was boiling. In the pot the 
grinning head of a monkey bobbed 
up and down.... 

Late that afternoon the wee peo- 
ple from other near-by villages be- 
gan gliding silently into our clear- 
ing. Most of: them were men, al- 
though some women came along. 

This time we had quite a size- 
able crowd for the service and 
after music by our “band” it was 
decided that I should talk to them. 

Good Neighbor, what would 
YOU say if you were speaking 
through an interpreter (inter-rup- 
ter!) to people who had scarcely 
or perhaps never heard of Jesus? 
Frankly, I had given it a lot of 
thought and still felt pretty help- 
less. I had prayed for God to help 
me, and I believe He did. This is 
the way I tackled it: 

I began by asking about their 
ancestors—had they always lived 
in the jungle?- Were they good 
hunters? Were they wise? Brave? 
etc. 

This led, naturally, to the ques-

How can we expect them to be 
burdened about their sins when 
Wwe are not burdened? 

2. How can the unburdened, wn- 
concerned worker expect God to 
bless his soul-winning efforts? 
Lukewarmness is the sin that 
makes God spew out His people, 
He says (Rev. 3:14-16). The proud, 
the self-satisfied, the self-right- 
eous, the s#if-contained, the self- 
sufficient person has little claim 
on God. “The Lord is nigh unto 
them that are of a broken heart: 
and saveth such as be of a con- 
trite spirit” (Psa. 34:18). One who 
would have the help of the dear 
Lord must seek the broken heart. 
Again, as David said, “The sacri- 
fices of God are a broken spirit: 
a broken and a contrite heart, O 
God, thou wilt not despise” (Psa. 
21:17). The would-be soul winner 
who wants the seal of God’s bless- 
ing uporm his labor should culti- 
vate the broken spirit, the broken 
and contrite heart which God 
does not despise. 

It is well to remember how King 
Hezekiah won the favor of God. 
God had sent Isaiah to say, “Set 
thine house in order; for thou 
shalt die, and not live” (II Kings 
20:1). Hezekiah turned his face 
toward the wall and prayed. ‘And 
Hezekiah wept sore” (vs. 3). Then 
the Lord called Isaiah and sent 
him again to say to the sick king, 
“T have heard thy prayer, I have 
seen thy tears: behold,...I will 
add unto thy days fifteen years” 
(vss. 5,6). We do well if we weep 
sometimes when we pray. And 
certainly if we want God’s help, 
we need to weep when we try to 
keep people out of Hell. 

I remember in my early min- 
istry I preached on Psalm 126:5,6: 
“They that sow in tears shall reap 
in joy. He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.’ I wondered why the 
Lord here should outline the con- 
ditions of soul winning as going, 
and weeping, and using the prec- 
ious seed, the Word of God, but 
not mention the enduement of 
Holy Spirit power. How strange 
that this great, indispensable 
equipment, the power of the Holy 
Spirit, should not be mentioned 
in that verse which tells how to

But the spirit spoke 
to my heart and taught me a les- 
son. The broken heart, which goes 
forth weeping over sinners as it 
uses the Word to win them, has 
already met the requirements for 
the fullness of the Spirit. The 
blessed Holy Spirit has an affinity 
for the broken heart! The blessed 
Holy Spirit can speak better 
through tears than through the 
complacent and well-poised per- 
sonality of one who has no deep 
burden of soul for the unsaved. 
I say all this to show that there 
is little hope of God putting His 
blessing, the power of the Holy 
Spirit, upon our soul-winning ef- 
forts unless-we learn to weep, un- 
less we learn to care with a holy 
compassion for: the souls of men. 


3. The gospel message naturally 
requires compassion for the lost. 
There is a divine compatibility 
bétween the gospel and tears. The 
supreme sacrifice of the dear Lord 
Jesus, His dying love, ought to 
melt our hearts. The story of how 
the Saviour left Heaven, of His 
poverty, His humility, His betray- 
al, His bloody sweat in Geth- 
semane, His dying agony on the 
cross, are such themes as ¢Can- 
not be discussed properly except 
with the deepest moving of the 
soul. What floodtides of love, of 
gratitude, of holy surrender, of 
glad service they awake in the 
true believer! 


In like fashion the state of the 
lost as revealed in the Bible should 
drive any earnest Christian to 
tears and to the extreme effort to 
Win people. The word lost de- 
scribes the sinner. No little child 
lost in the mountain among wild 
beasts is in the pitiful condition 
of a lost sinner headed for Hell. 
No ship lost at sea without com- 
pass or without engine, with sails 
blown away in a storm, and out- 
side the traffic lanes of the Sea, 
blown off her course and drifting 
the voyagers know not where, is in 
as pitiful a state as one who is 
lost to God, lost to Heaven, lost 
to forgiveness and salvation and 
everlasting blessedness! If a 
mother should weep ovef her lost 
baby, if a young bride should weep 
over her husband missing in 
action, why should not a Christian 
weep over a lost soul?

pit, but, he added, “I will tell you 
why. I like him because he is not 
afraid to tell me where Il am 


wrong.” Paul was evidently that 


sort of preacher. He was a person- 
al preacher. He said, “I went from 
house to house beseeching you.” 
I think he is a marvelous in- 
spiration. I should like to have seen 
him when he stood upon Mars Hill 
and preached that matchless ser- 
mon of. his. I should like to have 
been near him when he was dic- 


tating the Epistle to the Romans, 
sending it out to the utmost 
bounds of the empire as logic set 
on fire. But I think I should like 
to have seen him in some of the 
homes. I should like to have seen 
him in the midst of a family circle 
talking about Jesus. 

Coming home from the burial of 
his wife and the mother of his 
children, an old farmer in our wes- 
tern country wanting to impress 
his children with the need of be- 


ing Christians sat by the old- 
fashioned fireplace, and reaching 
down with his hands picked up a 
little piece of wood. His children’s 
hearts were breaking, so was his. 
Their eyes were brimming over 
with tears, so were his. Taking out 
an old-fashioned knife he began to 
whittle away at the piece of wood. 
He cut and cut until he had fash- 
ioned from the wood a little cross. 
Then holding it up between his 
fingers he said, “Children, I should 
like to tell you a story of One 
coming into the world in Bethle- 
hem, cradled in a manger, living in 
Nazareth, preaching on the hills, 
suffering in Gethsemane, dying 
upon a cross like this.” And then, 
when all the children were gazing 
at the cross, he said, “Children, 
this was your mother’s Saviour. 
I should like Him to be your Savi- 
our.” 

I should like to have seen the 
Apostle Paul in the midst of a 
family circle talking about Jesus. 
I should like to have been at his 
feet when he gave to some suffer- 
ing soul in the household the con- 
solation with which he was so 
perfectly familiar. I should like 
to have heard from his own lips 
the story of his journey to Damas- 
cus. His heart was changed from a 
stone to flesh and blood. His spirit 
was changed from bitterness un- 
till at last he was as tender as a 
woman. 

He was a personal preacher. 
He was also ane evangelistic 
preacher. He was in a great line. 
He was following John the Baptist, 
who said, “Repent ye.” He was 
walking in the footsteps of Jesus, 
who said, “Except ye repent.” He 
was following close to St.. Peter, 


who said, “Repent and be bap- 
tized. Turn unto him and live.” 
He was starting a great line of 
preachers. Whitefield thundered 
out repentance, the power of John 
Wesley’s message was repentance, 
the thrill of Moody’s story was re- 
pentance, and the thing that made 
Edwards great in our land was this 
—he was not afraid to tell men 
that they had sinned against God, 
neither was he afraid to call them 
to repentance. 

Therefore, it would seem to me 
that I am speaking as I ought to 
speak when I say, “Repentance to- 
ward, God, faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” I believe you will 
agree with me when I say that 
there will be no repentance until, 
first of all, we understand some- 
thing about sin. 

When I was a minister in New 
York City, in common with other 
ministers, I was pleading for a re- 
vival. I agreed with every other 
evangelical minister in the city to 
preach on a certain Sunday with 
this in mind. I remember when 
that Sunday came I took as my 
plea, the Great Commission, and I 
called upon the members of my 
church to go out into fields white 
to the harvest, And I thought I 
had fulfilled my obligation. 

My old college president was a 
member of my congregation. 
Therefore he was not afraid to 
come up to the minister, and lay 
his hand upon his shoulder and 
say, “I think you have made a mis- 
take. I question,” said he, "if New 
York City will ever be stirred. Il 
question if men will ever be arous- 
ed from their indifference. I ques- 
tion if men will ever feel the need 
of a Saviour until we get back to 


the old days where we preached 
the exceeding sinfulness of sin.” 
Therefore I should like to say this 
evening that I do not think there 
will be repentance until we know 
what sin is. 


Sin! Why its progress is like the 
trail of the serpent. Upon every 
book in the Old Testament, upon 
every page of the New Testament, 
upon every story in history, sin has 
left its mark. Upon every nation 
under the sun sin has left its mark, 
in every home that has ever been 
established it has left its mark. 
Sin is its own detective. It has left 
its mark everywhere. In the life of 
the woman who ought to have the 
very highest respect from those 
who are members of her household 
and her friends, it has left its 
mark. Sin! It could take your boy 
out of your arms and drag him 
down to despair, and break your 
heart. SIN! When you say it, you 
hear the hiss of the serpent in 
Eden. Do not think that men will 
ever repent until they begin to un- 
derstand what sin is. 


But there is another thing that 
we must also know. It is not only 
sin against society, it is not only 
sin against your mother, your fa- 


ther, it is not only sin against the 


church, but sin is against God. 

A man told me _ yesterday 
that he expected to reform. 
Very well, reform and you will 
touch yourself and your pres- 
ent, but you won't touch your past’ 
sin. You may resolve to be better 
from today, but your resolution 
does not touch yesterday. Refor- 
mation fails, resolution is power- 
less, sin is against God and de-

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mands repentance and atonement. 
In the city of New York, there was 
a mother who saved her little. girl, 
ten years of age, when she was in 
a burning building. The mother’s 
hands were protected, and her 
body was protected, but her face 
was unprotected and it was bad- 
ly burned. Not. with all the skill 
of New York ‘physicians could 
she be restored to anything like 
her former comeliness. She was 
horrible to see. She always went 
around her home and in the 
streets of our city with a veiled 
face. One day she went to one of 
the Sixth Avenue elevated stations 
and was waiting for a train when 
a company of school girls came in. 
The opening of the door caused a 
gust of wind to pass through the 
station. It lifted her veil and threw 


it back. Before she could recover. 
herself, the school girls saw her 


‘disfigured countenance. One girl 
was her own child, and when the 
girls stepped back in horror as 
they looked on that face this girl 
failed to acknowledge her mother 
or speak to her. You shudder at 
that, but I think it is a small 
thing in comparison with the sin 
against God. He is infinite in His 
love, marvelous in His compassion, 
endless in His mercy. And you 
have sinned against God. “‘Repent- 
ance toward God and faith toward 
our Lord Jesus Christ” is neces- 
sary. 

But I have an idea that some 
of you are saying, “What is ré& 
pentance?” In the Old Testament 
I am told that the word means to

sigh or to groan, and in the New4 


Testament, to turn around. Put the 
words together and you have the 
beginning of a definition. Repent- 
ance—it is being’ sorry for sin, but 
it is turning away from sin with 
God's help. 

I heard an _ Anglican Lord 
Bishop say on our journey to Aus- 
tralia that repentance was com- 
ing back to and walking with God, 
and going as far back as you wan- 
dered away. And it occurred to 
me that the going back was a 
great deal easier than going away, 
because in the going back we 
have the arm of Jesus around us. 


Repentance is sorrow for sin— 
at least, that is, part of it. Sorrow 
for sin because other people are 
hurt. 


I know of a man who lived in 


‘the state of New York. He was a 
brilliant lawyer, a university man 


who became addicted to strong 
drink. He all but killed his wife 
and children, and one day his lit- 
tle boy ran to my friend the minis- 
ter, and said, “Come as quickly as 
you can. Father is intoxicated 
again,” : 

And my friend rushed through 
the streets with the boy and reach- 
ed the door of the hovel only to 
find a woman standing there witha 
white face. She said to my friend, 
“Sir, he is dead.” 

And the little fellow ran up and 
threw his arms round his mother’s 
waist and said, ‘Mother aren’t you 
glad, aren’t you glad?” 

I told that story in Sydney, Aus- 


trailia, and the next day a young 
lawyer met me on the street and 
said, “That story of yours is not 
fanciful. My father is a judge in 
Sydney, and if at this moment I 
should hear that he was dead I 
would get on the tram car and go 
out to the edge of the city and I 
would take my old gray-haired 
mother in my arms and Say, 
‘Mother, he is dead. No more 
heartaches, no more blows, no 
more anguish, as you wait for 
mee. 

Remorse on account of sin is 
also a part of repentance—remorse 
because sin hurts yourself. Repen- 
tance is also contrition, because 
sin is against God. 

But you must put all these to- 
gether. Sorrow for sin, remorse on 
account of sin, contrition because 
of sin. Then what else? Do what 
the prodigal did. Say this, “I will 
arise and go to my father.” He 
arose and went. That is repent- 
ance. 


Years ago I used to go to a 
Methodist camp meeting in the 
United States. It was a very old- 
fashioned camp - meeting. They 
gloried in the fact that it was 
old-fashioned. I was there one par- 
ticular summer and they told me 
that the preceding summer they 
had a very distinguished doctor of 
divinity there from the city of 
New York and he had preached to 
them on repentance in such a 
scholarly way that they were not 
at all sure that they ever had re- 
pented, and the longer he preached 
the more confused they were. 

At that meeting, also was a 
famous old preacher who . was 
known all over the state. He was 


not much of a speaker. His gram- 
matical mistakes were many, but 
God used him. When the doctor 
of divinity finished his celebrated 
sermon on repentance this old man 
rose up and said, “Will you allow 
me to preach on repentance? I will 
take five minutes to do it.’’ Upon 
his cane he began to walk down 
the aisle, and every step he took 
he said this, “I am going to Hell.” 
You can imagine the effect of that. 
A little bit startled, the people be- 
gan to get up all around the build- 
ing to see him go. He got about 
two-thirds of the way down the 
aisle, and the interest was at fever 
heat, when suddenly he turned 
squarely about and said, “I am 
going to Heaven.”

Repent- 
ance is being so sorry for sin that 
with God’s help you will give it up. 
Will you do it? Hear me then, in 
God’s name, don’t wait, for if you 
wait until tomorrow there must be 
a deeper repentance. Do not delay, 
because that is the reason why 
men must struggle so to be saved. 
They have delayed too long. 

“Repentance toward God, faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Here is a.man-who says he cannot 
believe. Very well, have you re- 
pented? 

A man told’ me the other day 
that-he thought we_ preachers 
had an intangible way of present- 
ing salvation. It. is faith, faith, 


faith. He said that no man out in 
the world could appreciate that, 
Well, you can appreciate this: 
Have you repented? Answer it— 
have you repented? If you have, 
then listen. 

Faith is the gift of God. Have 
you done your part?

“Storehouse Tithing’ 


By Dr. Keith L. Brooks in Prophecy Monthly 


From L. G. H., Toledo, O.: “T 
would like very much to know 
what you think of the debate on 
the ‘storehouse tithing’ question 
that has been going on in the col- 
umns of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
between Dr. Gabriel Guedj of the 
Memorial Baptist Church of Fres- 
no, Calif. and Dr. John R. Rice. 
Dr. Rice vigorously opposes Dr. 
Guedj’s contention that the tithe 
law applies to all Christians and 
that their gifts are to be handled 
entirely through the local church 
as the ‘storehouse’ referred to in- 
Mal 3:10.” 


Comment: The editor is author 
of a tract on tithing, recommend- 
ing it as a starting point for sys- 
tematic giving, when kept in pro- 
per relation to the Gospel teaching 
of giving “as God has prospered” 
one. We could not go along with 
Dr. Guedj on the idea that “the 
local church is God’s appointed 
storehouse for His people’s tithes 
. and... that the only kind 
of tithing the Bible teaches is 
storehouse tithing.” Furthermore 
we believe there are many to 
whom the giving of one tenth does 
not apply at all. This includes 
many who are not in a _ financial 
position to give a tenth and a vast 
number who pride themselves on 
being tithers, who should be giving 
a much larger proportion of their 
fat incomes. (See Dr. Oltrogge’s 
article, Dec. ’50 Prophecy, p. 13 
—"“When I Get a Little More.” 
Copies free in tract form.)

ate religious rackets, or disguise 
some cult under the use of evan- 
gelical phrases. As to the latter, 
more instruction should be given 
church members, at least advising 
them to contribute to no cause 
without proper investigation, no 
matter how touching the appeals. 


On the other hand, it is certain 
that should all gifts for God's 
work be channelled through the 
local church, the majority of the 
most far-reaching soul-winning en- 
terprises and agencies for the spir- 
itual uplift of human beings, would 
be without support. It seems a 
rather brazen assumption to make 
it unscriptural for the people of 
God to make contributions as they 
feel led of the Holy Spirit when 
they have prayerfully sought di- 
vine direction, just as they have 
in other matters of Christian liv- 
ing. Have they all been defying 
God’s Word in contributing to 
faith missions and other seed-sow- 
ing enterprises which God has 
been signally blessing? 

Dr. Guedj says that even if a 
local church does not see fit to 
send money where a donor has re- 
quested it to be sent, the church 
member is bound to follow the 
will of the local church, and trust 
the results to God. It is the Ro- 
man church that arrogates to itself 
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the powers of decision for all of 
its followers. Can it be that a 
Baptist church now seeks to take 
this power? If so, here is one Bap- 
tist who will revolt. 

As a debate on Scriptural 
ground, Dr. Rice, in our opinion, 
remains unchallenged. When Paul 
said: ‘‘Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by 
in store .... as God has prosper- 
ed him’ (I Cor. 16:2) he did not, 
as. Dr. G. contends, mean that he 
should put his “tithes” in the col- 
lection at the local sanctuary as a 
storehouse. It is a fact that this 
particular context had to do with 
gifts that were to be sent toneedy 
saints at Jerusalem, but even this 
carries no suggestion that every- 
thing collected was to be chan- 
nelled through some _ existing 
church. There were few, if any, 
sanctuaries at the time. Paul clear- 
ly meant that a Christian able to 
give would systematically put a- 
side by himself what he felt God 
would have him give to the work, 
that is, keep under his own control. 

Our magazine carried an article 
on storehouse tithing by the very 
competent Hebrew Christian schol- 
ar, Dr. Joseph Cohn, in July ’46, 
p. 12,. (available in 10c booklet, 
American Board of Missions to the 
Jews.) Dr. Cohn gave the com- 
plete Old Testament background 
of the tithing law, showing the 
utter impossibility of strictly prac- 
ticing it under grace. It was a dis- 
tinctly Jewish tax system, provid- 
ing for the tribe of Levi and the 
priests as well as the operation of 
the Jewish commonwealth, (Deut. 
14:22-26) valid only so long as 
Israel remained in possession of 
their land. (Num. 15:2; Deut. 17: 


‘14; 18:9; 19:14; 26:1) 


The “storehouse,” Dr. Cohn 
points out, was not the sanctuary, 


but great barns provided in con- - 


venient gathering points, for car- 
ing for the goods, livestock, fruits, 
grains, etc., contributed for the 
support of the Levites. The vast 
part of the tithes was given in 
goods, not coins. The church under 


grace has no such storehouses and . 


no such system. 

Dr. Guedj surprises us most 
with his argument that believers 
are the spiritual heirs of Abraham 
who is “the father of us all” 


(Rom. 4:16) and therefore we are 


bound by the responsibilities of the 
Hebrews regarding tithing. In the 
first place, Abraham did not pay 
his tithes at any storehouse. In 
the second place, passages such 
as Rom. 4:16 and Gal. 3:7 do not 
bind us by any law of Abraham’s 
day, but merely teach that, as the 
first outstanding example of sal- 
vation by grace through faith, 
Abraham is a sort of spiritual fa- 
ther of all—Jew or Gentile— 
who come to God, not on the basis 
of law and works, but in complete 
dependence upon the finished work 


‘of Christ. In this sense only are 


true Christians spiritual descen- 
dants of Abraham.—F rom Prophe- 
cy Monthly, April, 1951 edited by 
Rev. Keith I. Brooks, D.D.

by the Word of God. But I went 
home that day glad in the Lord. 


My father, a country Baptist 
preacher and one of the best men 
in the world, was out preaching 
that morning and was not present 
when I found the Lord. So I im- 
mediately asked him if I could 


join the church. I had no words 


to explain what had happened in 
my heart. My father did not know 
that for five years the Lord had 
been speaking to me—through my 
mother on her deathbed, through 
a Sunday School teacher, ~ and 
through a deep conviction of sin. 
So my father said, “Well, Son, 
when you are really convicted of 
your sin and repent, and are re- 
generated, then will be time 
enough to join the church.” I did 
not know what all those big words 
meant, but I simply knew that my 
father did not think I was saved. 
My father was, I was sure, the 
smartest man in the world. If he 
did not think I was saved, then 
I supposed I was not. But the 
next morning as I started to 
school I stopped in the creek bot- 
tom under a willow tree and pray- 
ed. I asked the dear Saviour if, 
since I was too young to be sav- 
ed, He would not save others 
anyway.

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vival services. A French war bride 
of an American soldier attended 
the services. She was ’a Catholic, 
very devout and religious, though 
she had never heard the gospel 
of salvation by faith in Christ. 
Yet she came with her husband 
to the services and, of course, she 
always claimed to be a Christian. 
One day I preached on “Ye Must 


‘Be Born Again” and made very, 


very plain that no matter how 
religious and_ prayerful, how 
moral and outwardly good one 
might be, he still must have a new 
heart or be lost forever. That 
day she did not raise her hand 
as a Christian. Instead, when our 
heads were all bowed, she lifted 
a hand to seek prayer. Then she 
slipped away from the service. 
But that afternoon she brought 
her husband to see me. She must 
have this matter of her soul’s 
salvation settled. I remember how 
quaint was her broken English 
and how eager she was to know 
the whole matter of salvation. 
When I read the Scriptures and 
explained them to her, it was all 
clear and she was ready to ask 
the Lord Jesus to come into her 
heart and save her soul. I sug- 
gested that we kneel to pray. 
She said, “But I always pray in 
French. I don’t speak English 
very well; I don’t know how to 
pray in English.” I assured her 
that God understood French and 
it would be all right to confess 
her sins and tell the Lord Jesus 
that she would trust Him as her 
own Saviour, speaking in French. 
How tearful, how earnest, how 
glad was that prayer claiming 
Christ as her Saviour, beseeching 
Him; then thanking Him for sal- 
vation! 


We arose from our knees and 
since I had an appointment to 
talk to two young men who were 
lost, I excused myself. I remember 
that the young couple went out 
the gate together. They turned 
one way and I went the other. 
Then she called, left her husband, 
and came running back up the 
sidewalk. With tears streaming 
down her face, she took my hand 
in both of hers and said, “Oh, 
I do pray that you will be able 
to win those two young men!” 
The blessed Saviour had put some 
of His own compassion for sinners 
into the heart of this new con- 
vert. That goes to show how 
natural, how fitting, how inevit- 
able it is that any Christian who 
is really near the Lord and led 
by the Spirit of God must have 
a holy compassion and concern 
for sinners. 


It may be that one reads this 
who does not have any soul bur- 
den for sinners. It may be that 
you do not know what it is to wet 
your pillow with tears in the night 
sleeplessly pleading with God to 
save some dear one. It may be you 
do not know how to pray for sin- 
ners because you have no bur- 
den for them. It may be you do 
not know how to speak td them 
because you do not have the ur- 
gency of heart, the travail of soul, 


that makes one .speak even with 


blundering words sometimes, if 
one can do no better, to keep peo- 
ple from eternal ruin. Then, dear 
Christian, I ask you to consider 
whether or not you are just a 
backslider. Have not you lost your 
first love? Where is that heart 
union with Christ that would 
make you love what He loves, 
want what He wants, and be 
ceaselessly concerned about poor 
souls for whom He died?

II. Great Bible Examples of Soul- 
Winning Compassion 


We are not surprised to find 
in the Bible that the great men 
of God were men of tears. Those 
who had most power with God 
and most usefulness with * men 
knew the broken heart, the 
burden of soul for sinners about 
which we write. 


1. Consider the compassion of 
Moses for Israel. ‘‘By faith Moses, 
when he was come to years, re- 
fused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter; Choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasure of sin for a season” (Heb. 
11:24,25). 


Exodus 2:11 tells us, “And it 
came to pass in those days, when 
Moses was grown, that he went 
out unto his brethren, and looked 
on their burdens....” Moses was 
reared in a palace and they were 
Slaves, but “he went out unto 
his brethren, and looked on their 
burdens.” He was in line for the 
throne, and they were beaten by 
taskmasters, but he took his side 
with his people and killed an 
Egyptian who was beating a Jew. 
Then he ran for his life. After 
forty years God brought Moses 
back to Egypt to lead the people 
of Israel out of bondage. On Mt. 
Sinai God gave Moses laws for 
the people. But when he came 
down from the mount, he found 
the people naked, drunken, danc- 
ing about a golden calf in shame- 
less idolatry. Moses took vigorous 
steps to correct the sin and punish 
the people, then went back up to 
stand in the breach before God 
lest God should destroy the nation, 
the people whom Moses loved so 
well! That story is told in Exodus 
32. “And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I have seen this people, and, be- 
hold, it is a stiffnecked people: 
Now therefore let me alone, that 
my wrath may wax hot against 
them, and that I may consume 
them: and I will make of thee a 
great nation” (vss. 9,10). Moses 
pleaded with God, claimed God’s 
promises, reminded God of His 
own good name which would be 
hurt if He should destroy these 
Jews. “And the Lord repented of 
the evil which he thought to do 
unto his people” (vs. 14). All this 
happened on the mount before 
Moses came down to discipline the 
people. Then Moses returned to the 
mountain to pray. We can see the 
broken heart of Moses as he faces 
the people and then faces God. 

“And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye have sinned a great 
sin: and now I will go up unto 
the Lord; peradventure I shall 


|make an atonement for your sin. 


And Moses returned unto the Lord, 
and said, Oh, this people have 
sinned a great sin, and have made 
them gods of gold. Yet now, if 
thou wilt forgive their sin—; and 
if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of 
thy book which thou hast writ- 
ten.”’—Exod. 32:30-32. 

It is hard to put in cold type 
the broken heart of Moses for his 
people. But did you see that 
broken place in the sentence after 
Moses said in verse 32, “Yet now, 
if thou wilt forgive their sin—?” 
I think that dash means that 
Moses stopped to weep. I think 
his words were broken words be- 
cause his heart was broken over 
his people. God offered to make 
Moses the great nation that He 
had promised. But Moses said,

Jeremiah preached plainly against 
the sins of Israel in the days 
preceding their captivity and fol- 


He warned them, wept over them. 
When the captivity came, he stay- 
ed with the remnant. When they 
insisted on going down to Egypt, 
he warned them of the disaster 
that ~would come, but went with 
them. Jeremiah had a_ broken 
heart. He knew the burden of 
soul for lost sinners. 

3. Deacon Stephen was like his 
Saviour in compassion for sinners. 
This Spirit-filled man “full of 
faith, and of the Holy Ghost” 
preached with great power and 
won multitudes. Even the Jewish 
leaders “...were not able to re- 
sist the wisdom and spirit by 
which he spake.” So powerful 
was his testimony and his preach- 
ing that they determined upon his 
death. He was arrested, brought 
before the council, and there 
preached a great sermon, recorded 
in Acts 7. Many things about 
Stephen remind us of the Lord 
Jesus whom he trusted and loved 
as we do. He was so filled with 
the spirit that sinners could not 
answer him, so they hated him 
and determined to kill him. “When 
they heard these things, they were 
cut to the heart, and they gnashed 
on him with their teeth” (vs. 54). 
Psalm 22 says about Jesus, “They 
gaped upon me with their mouths, 
as a ravening and a roaring lion’ 
(vs. 13). Perhaps Stephen and 
Jesus received the same treatment 
here. Then they dragged Stephen 
out of the city to stone him. 
Stephen was the first Christian 
martyr, the first person to die for 
Jesus, after the crucifixion. The 
Lord Jesus on the cross had said, 
“Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit” (Luke 23:46). 
And Stephen died, -“calling upon 
God, saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit” (Acts 7:59). On the 
cross’ Jesus had prayed, “Father, 
forgive them; for they know not 
what they do” (Luke 23:34) and 
~ Stephen, beaten with stones, dizzy 
and about to die, “kneeled down, 
and cried with a loud voice, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge” 
(Acts 7:60). Even in his death 
Stephen begged for the forgive- 
ness of those who killed him. He 
learned the compassionate heart 
from the Saviour he loved. I hope 
we may do the same. 


4. Paul the apostle is the out- 
standing New Testament example 
of soul-winning compassion for sin- 
ners. I long supposed that Paul 
was a tremendous preacher, 
mighty and eloquent. I imagined 
that the multiplied thousands 
Saved in his’ ministry, which 
changed the complexion of the 
whole Roman Empire, were evi- 
dence of Paul’s pulpit. eloquence. 
However, I learned that I was 
mistaken. Paul was not counted a 
great preacher even in his own 
day. Second Corinthianse 10:10, 
speaking of Paul, says, “For his 
‘letters, say they, are weighty and 
powerful; but his bodily presence 
is weak, and his speech contemp- 
tible.” Paul did not have the gift 
of fluent speech. His delivery was 
perhaps uninteresting. He was not 
magnetic in personality. His bodily 
presence was weak and his speech 
was contemptible in the eyes of 
those who heard him. No, Paul 
had some other secret besides 
human eloquence and_ personal 
magnetism. He had the power of 
God! 


But how was this power of the 
Holy Spirit manifested in Paul? It 
was manifested in a holy earnest- 
ness, in a brokenhearted burden 
for sinners. Paul was a weeping 
preacher, a weeping personal 
worker. 


“T say the truth in Christ,” he 
says. “I lie not, my conscience 
also bearing me witness in the 
Holy Ghost, That I have great 


my heart. For I could wish that 
myself were accursed from Christ 
for my brethren, my kinsmen ac- 
cording to the flesh” (Rom. 9:1-3). 
Paul had a deep sorrow in his 
heart, great heaviness over lost 
sinners. He could have wished 
‘himself accursed from Christ to 
see others saved. That was the 
secret of Paul’s success. 


Paul had wrought at Ephesus. He 
had won hundreds, and we sup-; 
pose even thousands of souls. In 
the great church there were many 
elders, most of them won by Paul 
himself. After ministering else- 
where, Paul returned to Miletus, 
the little seaport town near 
Ephesus, and called for the elders. 
of the church to meet him. There 
on the sands he gave them solemn 
warning. He reminded them of | 
how blamelessly he had preached 
the whole gospel. “Ye know,” he 
said, “from the first day that I 
came into Asia, after what man- 
ner I have been with you at all 
seasons, Serving the Lord with 
all humility of mind, and with 
many tears, and _ temptations, 
which befell me by the lying in 
wait of the Jews: And how I 
kept back nothijag that was profit- 
able unto you, but have shewed 
you, and have taught-you public- 
ly, and from house to house’ 
(Acts 20:18-20). Paul was going 
up to Jerusalem he said, and 
knew that there bonds and im- 
prisonment awaited him. And none 
of these things moved him; he 
was ready to die, he said, but 
warned them, “Wherefore I take 
you to record this day, that I am 
pure from the blood of all men” 
(vs. 26). These preachers must 
take heed to themselves. ‘““There- 
fore watch, and remember, that 
by the space of three years I 
ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears,” he 
said (Acts 20:31). Paul had serv- 
ed the Lord “with tears,” he re- 
minded these preachers. He had 
gone publicly from house to house. 
He had gone “night and day with 
tears.” I would that God would 
call together every ministerial as- 
sociation so that some Paul could 
come among us and warn preach- 
ers to preach night and day with 
tears, aS we go publicly from house 
to house. 


We see, then, the secret of 
Paul’s great ministry. His holy 
compassion led him to stoning, to 
fight the wild beasts in Ephesus, 
to risk his life again and again, 
to suffer long years in jail with 
a chain on his wrists and then 
to die, beheaded in Rome. You 
see, one who is as burdened for 
sinners as Paul was does not 
mind suffering or dying to get 
sinners saved. 


5. The Lord Jesus Himself is the 
supreme example of soul-winning 
compassion. Webster’s dictionary 
says, “COMPASSION... Literally 
suffering with another; fellowship 
in feeling; hence, sorrow or pity 
excited by the distress for mis- 
fortunes of another; commisera- 
tion; sympathy....” Jesus who 
never knew sin entered into the 
sufferings of our sins. Jesus, who 
as the mighty God created the 
heavens and the earth, at the 
word of the Father humbled Him- 
self and took on Himself the form 
of a servant, was born of a wo- 
man, nursed at a woman’s breast, 
-lived in a home of poverty in 
an obscure village, grew up to 
be despised and rejected of men 
and died a shameful death’ on 
the cross. Ail this was a picture 
of the love of the Lord Jesus 
for sinners and the holiest urgency 
with which His heart longed to 
save them. 


Eight times in the New Testa- 
ment the “compassion” of the 
dear Lord Jesus is mentioned. 


“But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with com- 
passion on them, because they 
fainted, and were _ scattered 
abroad, as sheep having no shep- 
herd,’—Matt. 9:36. 


“And Jesus went forth, and saw 
a great multitude, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, 
and he healed their sick.’—Matt. 
14:14. 


“Then Jesus called his disciples 
unto him, and said, I have com- 
passion on the multitude, because 
they continue with me now three 
days, and have nothing to eat: 
and I will not send them away 
fasting, lest they faint in the way.” 
—Matt. 15:32. : 

“So Jesus had compassion on 
them, and touched their eyes: and 
immediately their eyes received 
sight, and they followed him.’— 
Matt. 20:34.

passion, put forth his hand, and 
touched him, and saith unto him, 
I will; be thou clean.”—Mark 1:41. 


“And Jesus, when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not hav- 
ing a shepherd: and he began to 
teach them many things.’—Mark 
6:34. | 


“I have compassion on the mul- 
titude, because they have now 
been with me three days, and have 
nothing to eat:’—Mark 8:2. 
“And when the Lord saw her, 
he had compassion on her, and 
said unto her, Weep not.’—Luke 
#213. 


Again and again the yearning 
heart of the Lord Jesus was 
moved with compassion when He 
saw lost people around Him. They 
were like sheep having no shep- 
herd. Let no one think that God 
the Father drove Jesus, the Son, 
to the cross. The Lord Jesus 
came to this world to die, brought 
by brokenhearted love. He had 
exactly the same spirit every day 
of His ministry as He had when 
He hung on the cross and prayed, 
“Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do” (Luke 
23:24). 


In Luke 19:41 we are told that 
when ..Jesus was come near, “he 
beheld the city, and wept over it.” 
What a sight for men and angels! 
The Son of God, the Creator, 
weeping over a city that hates 
Him and rejects Him and will 
kill Him! That is the kind of 
spirit that Christians must emu- 
late. As our Saviour feels burden 
of soul for sinners and ‘weeps 
over them, may we too learn to 
weep! 

If anyone who reads this longs 
to please the Saviour, then I know 
well what will please Him. You 
have but to keep sinners out of 
Hell. You have but to take them 
the message, life-transforming and 
soul-saving, that Jesus. offers 
them forgiveness and mercy. But 
you need to go with the same 
holy concern and pleading tears 
which the Saviour Himself knew 
so well. Now at the right hand of 
God, the Lord Jesus loves sinners 
the same way. In Heaven they ring 
the joy-bells, start the hallelujah 
chorus, and praise God aloud 
when a sinner on earth repents 
and is saved. “I say unto you, 
that likewise joy shall be in 
heaven over one sinner that re- 
penteth, more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which 
need no repentance” (Luke 15:7). 
How strange for Christians to 
be absorbed in things that do not 


‘Christians to 


be like ungodly 
people, thinking mainly of food 
for the belly, and clothes for the 
back, and new model cars, and 
hardwood floors, and tile baths, 
and fine clothes, and sumptuous 
dinners, when the dear Lord 
Jesus has such holy concern to 
keep people out of Hell! 


We may be concerned about 
place and salary, honor, and ease, 
and security. The Lord Jesus is 
concerned about having every 
place filled at the heavenly wed- 
ding banquet! The Lord Jesus 
says to us what the lord said to 
his servant in the parable, “Go 
out into the highways and hedges, 
and compel them to come in, that 
my house may be filled” (Luke 
14:23). 


I think that if we ever get the 
concern that we ought to have 
for sinners we will care less what 
men think, and with Christ-given 
compassion we will plead with men 
and women and children, and 
persuade them and will compel 
them by one means or another 
with our pleading and our tears 
and our holy urgency, to come to 
Christ. 


After graduating from Baylor 
University I was an_ instructor 
in Wayland College and later did 
graduate work in the University 
of Chicago. There I visited the 
Pacific Garden Mission, and God 
helped me to win an old drunken 
bum, and laid. on my heart the 
great privilege and duty of preach- 
ing the gospel. I gave up my 
plans, resigned my contract as a 
college teacher, and began the 
gospel ministry. I entered the 
Seminary. 


I had been an active layman. 
I had been a college debater, had 
won a scholarship in oratory, had 
given many high school commence- 
ment addresses, had made 
speeches for the Red Cross. So, 
when I gave myself in answer to 
God’s gracious call, I thought, 
“Go to now, this is right down 
my alley! T’ll prepare a sermon 
as I prepared a college debate 
speech or an oration.” I planned 
to get all my material together, 
to perfectly digest it, to organize 
it and outline it. My debate 
speeches I would write out in 
full, then memorize them § and 
practice them before ‘the mirror. 
So I gained. a certain fluency and 
assurance. I thought I had learn- 
ed how to speak. I had spent 
three years in the study of speech 
and had a good deal of experience. 


But for all my foolish notions, 
I had, planted in my heart by 
the blessed Holy Spirit, a deep 
concern for the salvation of souls. 
So when I began to preach I 
stood before the congregation and 
wept. I forgot my outline and 
pleaded with’ sinners to be saved. 
With holy urgency and with argu- 
ments and Scriptures that I thad 
not called to mind until they 
were brought to my rememb- 
rance by the Holy Spirit in the 
pulpit, I begged men to come to 
Christ and be saved. This was 
not the polished carefully-pre- 
pared speaking of the

The gos- 
pel was like dust and ashes in 
my mouth, and when I left the 
pulpit I felt ¢hat I could wish 
that I would never have to preach 
again! 


I went back to my room and 
begged God to give me the broken 
heart. I promised God that with- 
out thought for dignity or the 
praises of men I chose to have 
the boldness and urgency and 
consciousness of His presence that 
comes with soul-winning compas- 
sion. God gave me back the tears. 
Praise Him, I have preached with 
tears. these twenty-seven years. I 
have talked to tens of thousands 
of individuals, talked with trem- 
bling lips, with tears in my eyes 
and with a pain in my heart. I 
have come to believe that. cold- 
hearted preaching and cold-heart- 
ed personal testimony is. sinful, 
presumptuous, wicked, and un- 
christian. O God, forgive us for 
our matter-of-fact attitude toward. 
a sinning world and a yawning 
Hell, and the torment of flames. 
and the eternal damnation. that 
sin brings to the impenitent! 


Modernism does not begin with 
the denial of the deity of Jesus 
Christ, His blood atonement and: 
His bodily resurrection, nor with 
the denial of the infallible ac- 
curacy of the Scripture. Real 
modernism begins in the heart 
with a coldness that has no tears 
over sinners and has no holy and 
melting compassion to make us 
do the will of God in winning 


his heart before he goes wrong 
in his head. The danger of the 
church today is not’ primarily 
modernism of doctrine, but the 
wicked modernism that precedes 
the falling away in doctrine. The 
danger is that coldness of heart 
which is essentially unchristian 
and denies all the sentiment and 
heart of the gospel because it

The Purpose of the Law |

she must die. She must be stoned 
to death. That is the law.’ In the 
fifteenth chapter of the book of 
Numbers is the story of a man 
who picked up sticks on the sab- 
bath day. He broke the com- 
mandment, and the penalty was 
death. So all the congregation 
brought him without the camp and 
stoned him with stones and he 
died, as the Lord commanded 
Moses (Numbers 15:35). That is 
law. Its penalties are impersonal. 
‘Who can bear them and live? 


Another thing that perplexes us 
about this legal relationship be- 
tween God and man is the charac- 
ter of God that it reflects. We 
sense an incongruity in the story 
just mentioned, recorded in the 
eighth chapter of the Gospel of 
“Now Moses in the law 
commanded us, that such should 
be stoned: but what sayeth thou?” 
“BUT WHAT SAYEST THOU?”’ What do 
we expect Jesus to say? Somehow 
we expect Him to say something 
altogether different, yet the law 
says that she must die. Surely, 
surely, there is in the character of 
God something beyond the terrible, 
burning revelation we see in Mount 
Sinai. If a man just touched that 
mountain, he died. If a beast drew 
near the mount, the beast died. 
“And so terrible was the sight, that 
Moses said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake” (Hebrews 12:21). Is that 
God and all of God? the Lord 
God who spoke in fire and smoke, 
-in darkness and tempest, on the 
top of Horeb? Oh, what stern 
requirements and prohibitions fall 
from His lips! His interdictions 
mean death to us all. “Our God 
is a consuming fire.” Yes, but is 
that all? Is He not something 
more? 


A third perplexity that over- 
whelms us as we read the Mosaic 
‘account of the giving of the law 
is this: How can any human heart 
escape despair, abjéct despair, if 
our relationship to the Lord our 
God is posited on our obedience 
to His commandments? Who has 
-kept the commandments? Who is 
there among us that has _ not 
“known sin? By the works of the 
law, who can be justified?. By the 
law is the knowledge of sin, and 
“Cursed is every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things which are 
written in the book of the law to 
do them.” The law was given to 
Israel from the top of Sinai as 
they watched the smoke and fire 
of the mount that burned. But did 
it save them? No. They all died 
for their sins in the burning 
wastes that pressed close to the 
foot of the mountain. Only two 
who that day witnessed the giv- 
ing of the law ever entered the 
‘Promised Land. Aside from these 
two, all were lost and perished 
in the wilderness. The law was 
given to the Hebrew people. Has 
it saved them? Through the years 
they have known hardly anything 
but heartache and defeat. They 
are lost today—more lost than 
ever before. They are wanderers, 
sojourners, strangers among the 
nations of the earth. By the know- 
ledge of the law no man or nation 
of people has ever been justified 
or been made righteous or been 
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saved. By the knowledge of the 
law is the knowledge of sin. 


As we review these perplexities, 
one great question thunders 
through these pages. What is the 
purpose, then, of the law? If the 
law was not given to save us (“for 
if there had been a law given 
which could have given life, verily 
righteousness should have been by 
the law.’’—Galatians 3:21); if the 
law was not given to justify us, 
that is, to make us_ righteous 
(“knowing that a man is not justi- 
fied by the works of the law,... 
for by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified.”—Galatians 
2:16); if the law was not given 
to sanctify us, to make us holy 
(“For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sin, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 
But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein 
we were held.’—Romans 7:5-6)— 
then why was the law given? 
What is its meaning? The very 
heart of the Old Testament and 
the very center of the Jews’ re- 
ligion is the law of Moses. Why 
was the law established? Why did 
God hand it down out of heaven 
and place it in the hands of His 
great servant? There are three 
answers to that all-important 
question. 


The Law Reveals Human 
Depravity 

The law was given from God 
out of heaven that we might see 
the depths of the depravity of the 
human heart. It reveals to us the 
iniquity of our lives, the sin of 
our souls. In the book of Exodus 
are written many of the interdic- 
tions of God, pages of them, and 
some of those judgments are 
against the vilest things imagin- 
able. You have never heard them 
read in public. They are laws a- 
gainst atrocious and unspeakable 
depravities. When you read them, 
you have the same feeling that 
Hazael had at Damascus when 
Elisha anointed him to be king 
over Syria. As Elisha:set his eyes 
upon Hazael and _= steadfastly 
gazed into his face, the prophet 
burst into tears. Hazael was aston- 
ished, and said, “Why weepeth my 
lord?” And Elisha replied, ‘‘Be- 
cause I know the evil that thou 
wilt do unto the children of 
Israel.” Then the man of God de- 
scribed unspeakable things that 
the king would do against the 
land of Israel. Hazael broke in 
and said, ‘“‘But what, is thy servant 
a dog, that he should do this 
great thing?’ Yet he did them, 
he did them every one, and more. 
Hazael lived to see the day when 
he committed every iniquity Elisha 
had said he would. 


It is thus with human nature 
down through all the generations. 
Pastors in large cities soon learn 
that there is no filthy thing, no 
depth of depravity, no perversion 
that can be thought of but that 
people are guilty of just that. The 
obscenity and corruption, the rot 
and lust, the stench and sting of 
human life are almost indescrib- 
able. In any group the preponder- 
ant percentage will know what it 
is to lie, to steal, to live in a 
‘false light, to sin against the body, 
the heart, the. soul, to violate the 
sacred relationship that should 
obtain between God and man. The 
picture of Paul’s Roman world in 
the first chapter of the book of 
Romans is not overdrawn for his 
day; nor is it an exaggeration of 
the iniquity in our own day. We 
live in an ocean of sin, and the 
law was given us that we might 
see it in all its blackness and 
death: that we might discern it 
for what it is. “That sin by the 
commandment might become ex- 
ceeding sinful.” 

The law is a perfect mirror let 
down from God out of heaven 


rangement of our lives. It does not 
set things right; it reveals to us 
what is not right. 

The law is a plumb line, straight 
and true, which God holds between’ 
heaven and earth, a straight line 
against which a man can see how 
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crooked is his life. It does not 
correct the life; it just reveals its 
crookedness. 


The law is a lamp, bright and 
shining, fiercely burning, that un- 
covers the inner recesses of man’s 
heart and soul. It does not create 
the evil; it does not remove the 
evil. The light shines in the dark 
chambers of the heart and re- 
veals its presence. The light of the 
law quickens the conscience. 


The law sets forth what a man 
ought to be and pronounces a 
curse upon him if he is not that. 
It has but one question: Do you 
measure up? Are you what you 
cought to be? The truthful answer 
to that question is a revelation of 
how far short we come of the 
glory of God. 


The Law Reveals Our Inability To 
Save Ourselves 


The struggle to be righteous, 
and our dismal failure in the fight, 
are graphically depicted by Paul 
in the seventh chapter of Romans: 
“For we know that the law is 
spiritual: but I am carnal, sold 
under sin. For that which I do 
I allow not: for what I would 
that do I not; but what I hate, 
that do I....For I know that in 
me (that is, in my flesh) dwelleth 
no good thing: for to will is pre- 
sent with me; but how to perform 
that which is good I find not. For 
the good that I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would not, 
that I do....I find then a law 
that, when I would do good, evil 
is present with me. For I delight 
in the law of God after the inward 
man: but I see another law in 
my members, warring against the 
law of my mind, and bringing me 
into captivity to the law of ‘sin 
which is in my members. O 
wretched man that I am! Who 
shall deliver me from the body of 
this death?” (Romans 7:14-15, 18- 
19, 21-24). 

There is nothing so obdurate 

and so adamant as the tendency 
of the human heart to evil. How- 
ever a man may choose to fight 
evil in his life, it is ever present 
with him. Every hammer he may 
use will wear itself out against it. 
Every instrument he may devise 
will prove inadequate and inef- 
fectual. Whatever his activity for 
betterment, the working of evil 
emasculates it. No government 
that is promulgated, no law that 
is passed, no economy that is of- 
fered ever brings to us the Golden 
Age. Our Utopias never arrive. Sin, 
greed, selfishness destroy them all. 
In the wake of every generation 
comes untold misery and heart- 
ache. God alone knows the despair 
and disappointment suffered by 
those who fight against the odds 
of iniquity. 
In our own souls we suffer the 
agitations of civil wars. When we 
would give ourselves to high, 
noble activities, the most unholy 
oppositions rise to destroy us, the 
most unholy feelings course 
through us. There is no place 
where evil is not. In heart, in soul, 
in brain, in desire, in imagination, 
in work, in play, in home, in 
business, in all of life ‘evil is 
present with me.” Where is there 
a man who ean deliver himself? 
The sins he has committed in the 
past cry out against him; the un- 
holy nature he has in the present 
provides a battleground within 
him. The man God made cannot 
save himself. He cannot keep the 
law. He is too weak, too prone 
to err, too carnal, sold under sin. 
The law reveals not only our fal- 
len nature but also helplessness to 
save ourselves. 


The Law Leads Us To Christ 


“© wretched man that I am! 
Who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?” Look at Paul’s 
triumphant, victorious answer: “I 
thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” The purpose of the law 
is just this: to take us to One 


i1| who can conquer for us. “Before 


faith came we were kept under 
the law. ... Wherefore the law was 
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Christ” (Galatians 3:23-24). The 
word Paul uses here, translated 
“schoolmaster” is paidagogos. It 
is the word used for the servant, 
usually a slave kept by rich fami- 
lies of that day, who took the 
little child in the home to school. 
The slave would hold the hand of 
the little fellow and lead him 
safely through the streets of the 
city to the school, where the lad 
was taught the Greek language 
and culture and all the other 
things that went with a liberal 
education. Paul says that the law 
is the paidagogos to take us by 
the hand and to bring us to Jesus. 

The law revealed to us’ the 
depths of the sin in our lives. The 
law showed us we could not save 
ourselves. Now the law takes us 
by the hand and leads us to Him 
who can wash away our sin, who 
can forgive our iniquities, who 
can temper justice with mercy, 
who can implant in us the spirit 
of a regenerate heart. “For,” said 
John, “the law was given by 
Moses, but grace and truth came 
by Jesus Christ.” 


In Christ Jesus there is a new 
creation, a new way, a new prin- 
ciple, a new work, and a new 
hope. The fear of God we felt 
at the mount that burned with 
fire is supplanted by a love that 
constrains us to draw nigh. We 
might tremble and stand afar off 
at Sinai, but any poor wretch 
can come to the hill of a skull 
and look up into the loving face 
of the Saviour of men. “For ye 
are not come unto the mount 
that might be touched, and that 
burned with fire, nor unto black- 
ness, and darkness, and tempest, 
and the sound of a trumpet, and 
the voice of words; which voice 
they that heard intreated that the 
word should not be spoken to 
them any more. But ye are come 
unto Mount Sion, and unto the 


ly Jerusalem, and to an innumer- 
able company of angels, to the 
general assembly and church of 
the first-born, which are written 
in heaven, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect, and to 
Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better 
things than that of Abel’ (Hebrews 
12:18-19, 22-24). The _ terror of 
Mount Sinai revealed the wrath 
of God against sin. The law given 
there was a transcript of the mind 
of the Lord as to what a man 
ought to be and the penalties he 
faced if he fell short. 


But there is more to God than 
judgment against sin—the wrath 
that burns forever. And what that 
“more” is we see in Jesus Christ. 
There is love, there is mercy, 
there is pardon, there is forgive- 
ness in God. In Him we have the 
answer to all the sins and weak- 
nesses of our lives. When we 
stumble and err, when we fall 
and are helpless, there is wonder- 
ful compassion and sympathy in 
Him. The glory and light that 
shine from His blessed cross are 
love and pardon. There are 
streams of mercy never failing. 
There are helpfulness and under- 
standing in Him who sits at the 
right hand of the throne of God 
to make intercession for us. He 
can be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities. He was tempted 
in all points like as we =e are. 
“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” We rise from our 
knees strengthened and forgiven. 


Our Saviour said, “The Son of 
man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” He said 
again, “I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance.” We have no gospel for a 
Pharisee. We have no gospel for 
a self-righteous man. But, oh, what 
a gospel we have for sinners! The 
gospel of Christ is for the lost.

While the congregation con- 
tinued to sing, I asked her if there 
was anything I could do to help 
her. She replied: “I have been 
coming to the preaching services 
here. I have a little baby boy and 
I have been bringing him to the 
nursery. I want him to grow up 
in this Sunday school and someday 
be a Christian. And oh, how I 
would like to belong to this 
wonderful church!” Then in a 
voice of sadness she added, “But 
maybe you would not want the 
likes of me.” “What makes you 
think we would not want you?’ 
I asked. She pointed to the “Re- 
quest for Membership” card which 
the clerk had given her to fill out 
and said: “See? see, I write ‘Mrs.’ 
in front of my name. But I am 
no ‘Mrs.’ I have never been mar- 
ried; that is my maiden name I 
write ‘Mrs.’ in front of my name 
for the sake of my little boy, so 
that when he grows up he wiil 
never know I have never been 
married. But I want to be-a Chris- 
tian and to join this wonderful 
church. Would you take me? 
Would you have the likes of me?” 


What would you have told her? 
My reply was the same as yours 
would have been: “This is a 
faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners; of whom’’—she? no!—‘of 
whom I am chief.” Our gospel is 
a gospel for sinners; Christ died 
for sinners; the Christian hope is 
for sinners. The church is a home 
for saved, repentant sinners. The 
Lord’s Supper is for those who 
see in thé-blood “the remission of 
sins.” Until we see ourselves as 
sinners, we can never be saved. 
Salvation has no meaning except 
to those who realize themselves to 
be lost. 


This, then, is the purpose of the 
law: to reveal to us. our sins; to 
show us that we are lost and can- 
not save ourselves; and, finally, 
to lead us to Jesus who can for- 
give us, who can redeem us, who 
can give us a new life and a new 
spirit, who can help us now, to- 
morrow, and to the end of the 
way, forever. 


There is a fountain filled with 
blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 
And sinners, plunged beneath the 
flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains: 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day; 

And there may I, though vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away.

tion, “Where are your ancestors 
now?” They had died. Then what? 
They had been buried. What had 
happened to their bodies? They had 
decayed, Where were their spirits? 
They were not sure, Perhaps, as 
some of them believed, they hov- 
ered around them, angry and 
vengeful unless they were appeased. 
Why did they think so? Their fath- 
ers had said so. Where did their 
fathers learn these things? They 
did not know. Too bad their fath- 
ers had not had the Bible, for God 
had told all about the living place 
of the souls of men, We, I added, 
had read of these things in the 
Bible which we had with us. 


All the time, about forty min- 
utes, I had been sitting—not stand- 
ing—before them, casually whitt- 
ling on a stick. Sometimes I had 
looked at them, sometimes at the 
fire, the sunset, the trees. Now I 
stopped talking and gave my at- 
tention to whittling and waiting. 

Finally they asked the question 
I had hoped for. Did God’s book 
eay anything about their people, or 
just white people? Oh, it told about 
all people . .. it was all in that 
red Book lying on the table right 
there. Would I read it to them? 
Yeah, guess I would if they really 
wanted me to, but they must lis- 
ten and not let the kids fight or 
think about hunting monkeys! 


So I read and talked and they 
listened fairly well. First the story 
of creation and Adam and Eve. 
Their sin. How it affected us. God 
yaust punish sin, yet He loved the 
sinners. Jesus came to be punished 
in our stead. And so on... end- 
ing by telling them that God was 
with us now, listening to our words, 
knowing our thoughts, We could 
talk to Him. Should I talk to Him 
ebout them? Should I ask Him to 
forgive their sins? Many of them 
said yes. 

This was the first of several serv- 
ices in which we got their earnest 
‘attention, All three of us spoke to 
them. A number came to ask us 
questions personally. Several pro- 
fessed salvation although pitifully 
ignorant of spiritual things. I can- 
mot say whether any at all of how 
sany were really converted. I do 
know that we definitely made 
friends with them and won their 
confidence. A definite contact was 
made that others will follow up to 
good advantage. Several of these 
little people walked all the way to 
Oicha to visit with us in the days 
that followed. 


The Conversion of a Chief 


The last time I spoke at Oicha 
will be vivid in my memory for 
e long, long time, Because of heavy 
rains we could not meet in the 
leaky church but had to meet in 
the medical tabernacle which was 
mot nearly large enough to hold 
those who wanted to come. At the 
last minute it stopped raining and 
a large crowd gatherd outside the 
xoof—more outside than inside. Be- 
fore the service began Jim Bell had 
said to me, “Bill, there is an old 
chief near here who is dying, That 
chief befriended me when I first

came on this field. Again and again 
I have tried to win him, but failed. 
I am going to go and get him in 
my car and bring him to this serv- 
ice. Someway I feel it will be his 
last opportunity to ever be saved, 
and I don't want my old friend to 
die without trying at least once 
more to win him to Christ.” 


Bwana Jim’s car drove up just 
as the service began and he parked 
it near the platform just outside 
the tabernacle. In the rear seat 
sprawled the dying chief who look- 
ed with languor on the service. But 
when I began to tell of the rich 
fool whose soul was required be- 
fore he was ready, he began to lis- 
ten with interest. I described. the 
rich man, a man with many goats, 
many cows, many chickens and 
many francs and who lived in a 
house that had even more than two 
rooms! He was really a prosper- 
ous chief—but he was a fool, and 
he died unsaved. 


When I finished I asked those 
who wished to be saved to come 
forward for instruction and, with- 
out a song, they began to come. I 
do not know how many came, but 
the front was filled with them. But 
the most thrilling moment came 
when the old chief began to work 
to get the back door of Jim’s 
Chevrolet car open! Mr, Bell hur- 
ried out to meet the old chief as 
he came forward, supported be- 
tween two of his young men, to be 
saved. It was a time of tears and 
praise many of us will never for- 
get. I expect to talk about that 
night with Jim Bell when we are 
in Heaven. 


Another thrilling moment came 

for me just a few nights ago. We 
were in Aru where we spent a week 
with large crowds and many de- 
cisions. But the high point of those 
services came for me one morning 
when a native, taller than I, came 
forward as a backslider. He was 
thin and slightly stooped and. he 
was wearing what appeared to be 
an old-fashioned white nightshirt 
over a pair of blue serge trousers. 
He sat with bowed head and his 
voice shook with emotion as he 
told how he had once served the 
Lord but had become backslidden 
and had been living in sin. He truly 
repented, he said, and was willing 
to make restitution to those he had 
wronged and was turning from his 
sins to again serve his Lord. Gur- 
ney Harris, superintendent of Aru 
and one of the finest missionaries 
on the field, and Austin Paul were 
overjoyed. - 
So was I when I asked the old 
man’s name and was told he was 
Sua, the chief who had accompan- 
ied Bwana Jim Bell on that mem- 
orial trip that opened up the work 
among the Pygmies in the Congo. 
Sua, God bless him, had come back 
home. 


I shall always be thankful that 
I had some small part in his re- 
turn.
